At a conference this morning of Mayor 

Kiel, Comptroller Player, City Counselor 

Daues and City Collector Koeln, it was 

decided that Counselor Daues should 

make ‘a report.to Circuit Attorney Har- 
vey upon the financial tangle found in 

the accounts of the Water Rates Divi- 

sion of the City Collector’s office, the 

discovery of which led yesterday to the 
dismissal of John B. Owen. Deputy Col- 
lector in charge of water rates. The re- 
port to the Circuit Attorney, it was in- 
tended, would lead to an investigation 


by the grand jury as the best means of 


clearing up the situation. 

Counselor Daues and an assistant, 
“William Killoran, visited Circuit At- 
torney Harvey at noon and offered 
to present to him the reports they 
had received regarding the Owen 
case. The Circuit Attorney toli them 
he already had concluded an investi- 
gation should be made by the grand 
jury, but that he would be unable 
to take up: the matter before Monday. 
Collector Koeln will investigate checks 
which Owen made payable to water 
consumers, that have been tendered to 
yim b ese consumers as part pay- 
‘ment of water bills. Collector Koeln 
said consumers told him that they made 
part payments on water bills to Owen, 
giving him cash, and receiving a re- 
ceipt. 

: Gave Checks to Consumers. 

They say Owen. would then make cut 
@ personal check to them, for the 
amount paid, and pin it to the partially 
patisfied bill, with the understanding 
that this Owen check would' be ac- 
cepted as part payment in a final set- 
tlement with the office. 

“Collecto# Koeln said he found severii 

of these checks an’ bills in Owen’s 
desk while the .atter has been away 2 
an enforced vacation. As the  Dilis 
matured, the checks were sent to bank, 
and some of them have been returied 
by the Mercantile Trust Co,, marked 
“insufficient funds.”’ 

_Koeln said that the total a of 
these checks which he had found was 
$480, of which about $80 had been 
paid at the bank, leaving about $400 
of checks which had been returned 
marked “Insufficient funds.” He 
said another matter, which he had 
under investigation, but which he did 
not wish to discuss at the time, might 
bring the total of his demand on 
Koeln up to $800. | ) 

One instance, the Collector said, was 
that of the Christian Brothers’ College. 
which, under protest, paid a bill of $150 


to Owen, there being some dispute about | 


the amount. Pending the settlement of 
‘the dispute, Koeln said, Owen gave his 
‘personal check for the amount to the 
college,’ telling them they could use it 
to pay the bill later.

Tector’s office, Koeln declared, it was 
returned by the Mercantile Trust Co. 
with the notation, “insufficient, funds.’

Judge Grimm's written opinion, 
which he severely censured the 
Charles Christian Crone on a pro- 
posal of resti ution, follows: 

“The burden «<7 the argument in-favor 
of a parole does not dwell 
upon the past-record of the defendant or 
upon mitigating circumstances; but the 
pitiable condition of some of Crone’s 
victims has been emphasized, and a 
proposition has been made to the Court 
to the effect that some of Crone’s rel- 
atives or friends~ will make good his 
defalcations, provided the Court paroles 
him. 

What Proposition Involves. 

“The victims of his crimina) acts and 
the attorneys requesting the Court's fa- 
vorable action upon the petition fail to 
appreciate what the proposition really 
involves. If this court were to lend an 
gar to the friends of the defendant and 
parole him at the request of those suf- 
fering Through his criminal acts, then 
every robber, burglar, embezzler and 
thief who had been caught could plead 
guilty, offer to make restitution, 
demand_in the ‘name of equal justice 
that he be permitted to escape punish- 
Ment. ‘ 

“IT have no doubt that any criminal 
who has heen caught would most cheer- 
fully make restitution on condition ti&t 


he be paroled. 

“How can this case be distinguished 
from the others? Is the fact that the 
defendant carried on his criminal deeds 
upon .so extensive a schle as to have 
brought suffering on many persons to be 
in argument in favor of clem- 
he his friends are 
willing to make restitution and relieve 
the sufferers? On such a theory one 
more bank officers who had looted the 
bank could go scot free if, on their de- 
tection, some of their wealthy friends 
or relatives undertook *o make good 
their losses.

him. To act as a deterent there should

“To relieve wrongdoers of the conse- 
quences of their criminal acts, to set 
them free ypon their making restitu- 
tion to their victims, would be to thwart 
the very object of the-triminal law. It 
would-be. equivalent to offering a pre- 
mium > to the violators of the law. It 
would be fo encourage,. not to discour- 
age, crime, for ,those inclined to do 
wrong would not hegitate to violate the 
law if, in addition. to the chance of 
escaping detection, and the further 
chance of escaping conviction upon trial, 
they were given to understand. that, 
though disappointed bniboels ehh Didnuns:

The peculiar situation in which Greece 
has been placed by the landing of con- 
Sstantly increasing numbers of allied 
troops at Saloniki, and the passage 
through Greece to Servia, may not unh- 
kely place the kingdom of the He:- 
lenes in a position similar to that of 
Korea and Manchuria, during the Rus- 

sc-Japanese war. 

Manchuria. was a Chinese province 
into which Russia withdrew her troops 
following the Boxer rebellion, under a 
piedge to China that Russian troops 
would be wholly withdrawn from Chi- 
nese territory within a reasonable time. 
The pledge was not only not fulfilled 
but. on the contrary additional troops 
were sent into Manchuria and into the 
territory of Korea, with an increasing 
assertion by Russia of her dominating 


jinfluence in those spheres, 


Japan viewed the Russian.increase of 
power in the Orient as a menace to her 
hegemony in that area and. negotiations 
failing to cause the evacuation of the 
territories peacefully, war resulted. As 
a necessary incident the territories of 
ueutral China and Korea became. the 
theater of the war. Neither China: nor 
Korea became parties to the war, nor 
were hostilities directed against them. 
The anomalous situation was due to the 
inability of China, and Korea to free 
themselves from MRussian occupation 
and influence. Japan’ justified her ac- 
tion as interventicn in Chinese and 
Korean affairs for the maintenance of 
her vital interests. 


Similar Situation in Greece. 
Inasmuch as the allies have made a 


military base ef the neutral Grecian 
port of Saloniki, it is entirely within 
the right of the Germanic Powers to 
carry their ‘warfare into this neutr2! 
port, in view of the apparent disinclina- 
tion of Greece to put an be to the hos- 
tile use of her territory. If a Germa” 
submarine should sink an allied trans- 
purt or war vessel in the harbor of 
Saloniki there would arise a sityation 
not unlike that in the Korean harbor of 
Chemulpo in 1904, when two Russian 
vesseis which refused to come out were 
sunk by a Japanese squadron. An- 
cther similar cas2 was that of the 
Reshitelni, a Russian vessél which took 
refuge in the Chinese harbor of ete: | 


Two Japanese destroyers entered the 
harbor, captured the vessel and towed 
it away. The eminent Japanese jurist, 
Sakuye Takahash, justified Japan's 
course on the ground that she had 
agreed to respect China’s neutrality 
outside: the theater of war so long as 
Mussia did the same; that China owed 
the duty of exhausting every means to 
compel obedience to her laws of neu- 
trality; that the Russian vessel over- 
stayed its rightfui time of 24 hours in 
the neutral Chinese port and would n%% 
put out upon demand; that there were 
two Crinese war vessels in the harbor, 
furnishing her the necessary force to 
compel ‘respect for her laws; that in 
view of China’s failure to act Japan 
was justified in taking matters into her 
own Fkands for self-protection. 

A naval force of the Central Powers 
appearing before Saloniki™ would -per- 
haps owe the duty of demanding of 
Greece the expulsion of the allies be- 
fore initiating an attack, yet such a 
demand would have little more than 
formal value. 


. Justification for Belligerents. 
The violation of the neutrality of a 
state by one belligergnt does not justify 
its violation by the other as an ab- 
stract proposition, but delinquency on 
the part of a neutral state in permitting 
one belligerent to use its territory to 
the disadvantage of the other may. jus- 
tify the entrance of the other as a 
measure of self-defense. 


It is not at all unlikely that this may 
occur in Greece in the defense by the 
allies of the Nish-Saloniki railway, upon 
which the Bulgarians seem to be ad- 

vancing to cut communication between 
Servia and ‘the sea. Such a ‘situation 
promises the outbreak of hostilities 
upon Greek territory to which’ the 
Greeks may.or may not be a party. 
In that case Bulgaria would justify 
the violation of Grecian neutrality upon 
the ground of the hostile use of Greek 
soil by her enemies and as a.measure 
of. self-protection. . And Greece would 
have little rightful claim to reparation. 

There are few instances in. the nine- 
teenth century where a state, pretend- 
ing to remain neutral, .permitted the 
passage of the troops of one of the 
belligerents through its territory, with- 


}out leading to war with the other bel- 


ligerent.

PIKE COUNTY COURTHOUSE 
1S DESTROYED BY FIRE 


ST.LOUIS POST-DISPATCH 


Structure at Bowling Green Burns Shortly After! 
Accountants Arrive to Make an Audit of 
Books on Petition of Citizens. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BOWLING GREEN, Mo., Oct. 16.—The 
Pike County courthouse was destroyed 
early this morning by fire of unex- 
plained origin, which started soon after 
midnight. in the cupola, a few hours 
after two expert accountants arrived in 
Rowling Green to begin” an audit of 
books of all county éoffices tor a period 
of five years. 

Records were removed from the court- 
house vaults and offices to places of 
safety, and it is believed that all finan- 
cial records Were saved. 

The accountants are from the of- 
fice of State Auditor Gordon, who 
sent them after he had received a 
mandatory petition signed by more 
than 500 citizens of Pike County. 

Petitions Were Circulated. 

The petitions were publicly cireu- 
lated after two members of the Coun- 
ty Court had votedi down a resolu- 
tion introduced by the third member, 
Judge Goodman, asking. for. the 
audit. 

Judge Goodman’s resolution did not 
call for an audit of all the books of 
the county, but specified certain of. 
fices. He is cashier of the Bank of 
Louisiana, and stated, at the time 
he introduced his’ resolution, that h 
had observed the proper’ business 
methods were not followed in some 
covnty offices, and that he believed 
an audit would result in an improve- 
nent in the system. 


His associates, Judges McCune and 
Brown, did not agree with him. They 
said they thought an audit was un- 
necessary. 

The circulation of the petitions was 
begun -soon after the court rejected 
Iudge Goodman’s resolution. Judge 
yoodman had no part in the circula- 
tion ef the petitions, but forwarded 
them to the State Auditor when they 
were signed. 

Under the law the State Auditor is 
recuired to make an audit of any 
county if formally requested to do 
so by the County Court, or if peti- 
tioned by 500 citizens of the county. 

County officials and citizens wére 
aroused by the ringing of bells and 
the blowing of whistles after the dis- 
covery of the fire, which at first was 
a small flame in the cupola. The 
town has no fire department and 
nothing effective could be done to 
extinguish the fire. 

Burning brands dropped into the in- 
terior of the building and the fire made 
headway rapidly. 

Officials opened their vaults, and cit- 
izens aided in carrying the records to 
places of safety. It was stated shortly 
before noon that so far ‘as could be 
told all financial records were safe.

The Sixteenth street yards will be con- 
verted into a team - ‘track yard, with 
capacity for 500 cars. 

“This change will bring a big team 
track yard right to the doors the 
business district of the city, and save 
the business interests thousands of dol- 
lars in drayage charges every year.”

Villa, in his private code, were received 
at Juarez at 4 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon. The Villa messages related to 
business with his representatives in 
Juarez. 

The revolt against Villa, according to 
the reports recéived here, resulted from 
his shooting a subordinate in a quarrel. 

Confirmations has béen received here 
Rodolfo Fierro, 
cnief of Villa generals, and generauy 
known as the executioner for Villa. The 
explanation given was that Fierro fell 
from his horse while fording a river 
vesterday and was drowned. The report 
came from Casas Grandes. The drown- 
ing story is doubted here. 

In well-informed circles it was hinted 
that Fierro was the victim of a conspir- 
acy. iIt was reported from Torreon more 
than two months ago that a plot existed 
to remove both Fierro and Gen. Urbina 
from the Villa ranks. Urbina was killed 
several weeks ago—by Fierro himself, it 
was reported. 

Fierro was reported to have killed 
William Benton, a British subject, a 
couple of years ago. He was a rail- 
road brakeman hefore the Mexican revo- 
lution, and joined Villa’s band when he 
was being sought for the holding up of 
an express car near Lampasas, Mexico, 
several years ago.

Ladder -Man at Pine Street Fire 
Leaps From Swaying Ladder 
to 5th Story Window Ledge. 

Steven: E. Hartwig, a ladderman'| 
of Truck Co. No. 8 at Twentieth 
etreet and Washington avenue, told 
today how he saved ‘himself from 
death at a fire last evening hy leap- 
ing from a truck extension ladder to 
the ledge of a fifth-floor window of 
a building at 1108 Pine street. The 
kuilding is occupiei upon the first, 
second, fourth and fifth floors by 
the firm of J. Costello & Son, brush 
manufacturers.

It was not only a military 
war, but a tooth and najl fight of the people 
themselves. As the Commission puts it: “The 
worst atrocities were not due to the excesses of 
the regular soldiery. The population mutually 
slaughtered with a ferocity heightened by mutual 
knowledge and the old hatreds and resentments 
they cherished.” — 

Those hatreds and animosities were greatly en- 
hanced by that fruitless and insane war. And it 
is into such a volcano that Mars has now leaped. 
It is hardly possible to foresee any outcome but 
the complete ruin of the Balkan peoples from the 
present turn of events. 
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ST. LOUIS AND THE 1916 CONVENTIONS. 

Two months from now the Republican National

The runs in a gity like St. Louis are too long 
and the depreciation atcount too heavy to make 
jitney operation profitable at 5 or even 10 cénts. 
The jitney fleet operating. to all sorts of out-of- 
the-way ports in city and suburbs numbered sev- 
eral hundred last spring. One co-operative jitney 
organization alone registered 160 vehicles. Two- 
thirds of. the fleet has now disappeared. 

The jitneys threw ar awful scare into the street 
railway company. They compelled it to put on 
a lot more cars. They showed that between the 
unremunerative jitney rate and~the robber rates 
of the taxi companies, a mean exists at which 
motor conveyances can give a service most con- 
venient to the public and profitable to them- 
selves. 

The jitney fad was a beneficial fad. It may be 
the starting point of important innovations in city 
transit.

As long ago as 190, when mah- 
agers were warring among themselves

Failures 
among ‘“bookplays” outnumber  suc- 
cesses two to one, according to tho 
records; but that is not a showing 
which is going to put a stop to the 
eagerness of managers to get the stage 
rights in good new novels. The truth 
is that the failures among plays which 
are not .made from novela are as three 
to one, at least; so, the argument would 
reem to be all in favor of the drami- 
atized novel. 

The.-real traffic in footlighting fic- 
tion began about 18%, with ‘‘Trilby.”’ 
Of course, plays without number had 
before then been made from popular 
novels. Improvement in our Federal! 
laws having to do with literary copy- 
right was a factor in increasing the 
The great 
hit of “Trilby’’ sent every English and 
American producer into the market for 
the stage rights in George DuMaurier’s 
next novel. It was “‘The Martian,’ and 
was about as suitable for stage use as 
the telephone directory or the report 
of the Federal committée on industrial 
relations. 


The successful novelist has learned 
that there is more profit in the stage 
than in the book, with this luckless re- 
sult—that he (or she), in writing the 
novel, gets into the habit of thinking 
so, of leaving one 
dimension ovt of the vista. When the 
novel fails, the novelist wails—and the 
manager joes not care to bother with 
an unsuccessful book. 


“Pollyanna” classifies not only as @ 
novel that did not fail, but as one 
written by a woman so far removed 
from thought of the theater and its 
profits that she hesitated to let the 
stage rights of the book go. Most put- 
lishers of fiction have revised their 


form of contract with authors so as to 


make provision for a share of the 
profits when dramatization is under- 
taken. There is such a provision in the 
arrangemtnt betWeen Mrs. Porter and 
the publishers ‘of “‘Pollyanna;” but the 
quality of the novel kept either side 
from regarding it seriously until Klaw 
& Erlanger und Mr. Tyler applied for 
the stage rights.

400,000 MENPART. 
OF DEFENSE 


President Approves Secretary 
Garrison’s Proposal for Total 
‘Fighting Force of 665,000, 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—Provision for 
a military force of 666,000 men and con- 
struction by 192 of 16 capital ships—l0 
dreadnoughts and six battle cruisers— 
are included in plans for national de- 
fense as approved by President Wilson 
which had virtually reached completion. 
today. 

This great military onsen would be pro- 
vided for by tne ‘creation of a conti- 
nental army of 400,000 men, an increase 
in the regular army to 140,000 men and a 
militia strength of 125,000 men. This 
plan follows approximately the outline 
xiven in the Post-Dispatch last Sunday 
in a dispatch from its Washington bu- 
reau. 

The program for the navy provides for 


the construction during the first year of — 


a five-year period of two dreadnoughts, 
two battle cruisers, % submarines, five 
sea-going submarinés, 12 destroyers, and 
provides an increase of 8000: in personnel 
gz an increase of 260 in the Naval Acad- 
emy student body. ° 
$500,000,000 for Navy in Five Years. 
At the end of the five years it ig pro- 
posed to add to the navy in addition to 


the 16 capital ships more than 70 sub- ° 


marines, 50 destroyers, 10 scout cruisers 
and the necessary auxiliaries. The total 
cost would be $500,000,000, 

The defense plans call for a total ex- 
penditure on the army and navy next 
year of approximately $400,000,000. The 
army’s annual appropriations would be 
increased by $75,000,000 to provide for 
augmenting the regular army and the 
creation of a continental army. 

fhe details of the army plan, as sub- 
mitted by Secretary Garrison and ap- 
proved by the President, follow: 


1. Regular army, 140,000 @men, an in- . 


crease of more than 60,000 men in the 
prenant establishment. 


2. Continental army, 400,000 strong, en- _

These 
men would serve two months a year for
